BACK INTO THE FOLD. 


New York G.A. BRB. Practically Decide to 
Reinstate Farnum Post. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aprtl 19.—The State G. A. 
R. Department, through its Council of Ad- 
ministration, has practically decided to re-

G. A. R. Encampment and circulating the 
resolutions throughout the United €§tates. 

A resolution adopted by the Natidaal. En- 
rcampment of 1888, which forbids any pest 
from circulating any resolutions among the 
other post’ of the order when the resolugions 
relate to pension questions, except by’ the 
consent of the National Encampment,

Like other conventences of the court, which 
they find ready and arranged for them, they 
gO upon the presumption that all they have 
to do is to ask for it and get it. Just how the 
gary is selected and what they really mean 
Dy a special jury very few of them can tell 
without first going to the books and there 
Giscovering that there is but scant law on 
the subject, and that most of it is on a com- 


mon law plan. ‘ 
There is but one section in the State stat- 


utes which refers to the special jury, and 


that is very brief. 
THE LAW.

Beyond this statutory provision, which is 
embodied in the charter of the city, there is 
mo law referring to special juries, and 
nowhere in the statutes of the State or in the 
charter of the city is there a single line to 
indicate what the qualifications of a special 


Juror should be. 
THe attorneys hold that there is a law 


which says they should be of more than 
fMverage intelligence as compared to the 
ordinary petit juror. When asked, however, 


to please point it out they cannot do so, 
Decause for a fact it does not exist. 

The only law governing the selection ofa 
special jury and the establishing a standard 
by which the juror shall be measured is the 
will and pleasure of the Jury Commissioner, 
@nd that,to say the least, may be rather 
@rratic at times. 

The regular jury system is well known and 
well defined by law. Aregular list is made up 
of allthe eligible citizens, subjectto jury 
service. This isdone every twoyears and 
the commissioner is authorized to make such 
additions or erasures as may be necessary 
from time to time. From the iist so con- 
structed the Jury Commissioner ‘‘selects’’ 
a oo jury when he has been properly 
notified so to do by the court under the sec- 
tion of the jury laws already given. 

He gets very little help, too, from the order 
gerved upon him by the Court. It says 
nothing about average intelligenceor any 
other superior qualification. It seems to 
leave it to some unwritten law or vt 1der- 
standing between the Judge and commis- 
sioner.

All the Court orders is a specified number 
of **good and lawful men,’’ and then the 
Jury Commissioner goes about selecting good 
and lawful men to the number required and 
then sends the list to the Sherif for service. 

There is no restraint put upon the Jury 
Commissioner in his selections, as far as 
choosing from his regular petit jury list is 
concerned. He can jump from one end of 
his five volumes of names and select nothing 
but expert electricians, or nothing but 
Wwagon-makers, and s0 on, as long as he can 
show that it is not done through any fraudu- 
Jent intent. 

The Grand-jury isa different matter alto- 
gether. Every two yearsthe Jury Commis- 
sioner submits his list to the judges of the 
courts of record, and they select from this 
list the names of 600 men for grand jurors. 
These are marked off the petit jury list and 
put in the Grand-jary wheel apart from the 

’ others. They are drawn from time totime 
as needed, and the names of all of those who 
have served donot go backinto the wheel 
again. The petitjuriesare likewise drawn 
outof the wheel when needed, and those 
who serve are duly marked off the list untila 
new listis madeup. Thespecial jury seems 
to be more popular than the ordinary in 
damage suits and corporation cases, 


RECORD OF JURORS DRAWN. 
In his last report Commissioner Mansfield 
shows that for the year ending Sept. 80, 1898, 


the following jurors were drawn: 
Circuit Court, special, 5,226; petit 4,425. 
Criminal Court, petit, 6,674. 
Court of Criminal Correction, petit, 640, 
Grand-jury, 246, 
Probate Court, 860. 
/ The total jurors drawn numbered 17,571. 
These Gid not all serve and many went back 
tothe wheels or were left on the books to 
drawn or selected again. 
During the same term 149 special juries 
were ordered inas many cases. The dispo- 
‘gition of the cases after the jury had been or- 
red was as follows: Two tried by court, 45 
tinued, 12 changes of venue, 5 dismissed, 
6settied out of court, 18 non-suits, 13 mis. 
trials, Siverdicts for plaintiff and 22 for de- 
fendants. 
The jury over which there was so much 
during the week brought ina verdict of 
cent damages for the death of a boy, where 
special jury had previously awarded $1,600, 
whose verdict was reversed because of 
lty tustractions. 
Jury Oommissioner Mansfield says that 
when he selects the special juries he gener- 
keeps several juries ahead of his orders, 
go that no time shall be wasted. He chooses 
ay ajury with names beginning with 
same letter, onthe ground that there is 
less chance of his being accused of packing a 
jury, as he is not likely to Know twenty men 
whose names begin with the same letter who 
are likely to be of the same opinion on any 


one subject. 
It has nh suggested by some lawre rs that 
it would better to give a definite law of 
e kind or else abolish the special jury 


system altogether.

unconstitutional. The decision contains 
21,000 words. Chief Justice McIver delivered 
the opinion and Justice McGowan assents. 
Justice Pope dissents. There will be great 
excitement and rejoicing in the State over 
the overthrow of the obnoxious meas- 
ure, A test case has been pend. 
ing for some time, and the recent 
revoltin a portion of the State, which 
threatened to involve the whole common- 
wealth in anarchy, no aoubt hashtened, if it 
did not Influence the eourt in making its de- 
cision. 

Chief Justice McIver in his decision de- 
clares that the lawis unconstitutional in all 
particulars. He saysthatthe sale of whisky 
isin itself @ lawful business and that the 
State cannot monopolize it without depriving 
citizens of the rights guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. He further says that the dis- 
pensary law is not a measure to regulate 


the sale of whisky within the police power of 
the State so much as it is a scheme to add to 
the State’s revenues. He states that while 
the case under consideration was brought 
against the act of 1892 the constitutional ob- 
jJections all apply tothe act of 1898 now in 
force, which is substantially identical with 
it. The newsofthe decision has caused no 
open demonstration on the streets of 
Columbia, but the whole city is wreathed in 
a smile, 

The Columbia Register (organ of the Tillman 
administration) extra just issued says the 
Gelay in the rendering of the decision has 
been caused by the fact that Associate 
Justice Pope did not have the opinions 
of the other members of the court 
sent to him until a short time ago and he has 
been at work writing. What the Adminis- 
tration will do about the decision is not 
Known. A prominent leader, however, said 
that it was possible that the State would not 
carry the decision to the United States 
Supreme Court and would submit the law to 
the people next fallin the shape of a consti- 
tutionalamendment. Ifthe people decide to 
vote for its being put in the constitution that

Archduke Louls Victor of Austria, who has 
just been spendingacouple of weeks in Paris, 
is of all the Princes of Europe the most com- 
pletely frivolous and useless, and although 
he has attainedthe mature age of some 654 
years he still remains as insignificant as the 
veriest Londoa.‘*masher,’’ Parisian ‘‘gou- 
meux’’ or Berlin *‘Gigerl.’’ In his pursuit of 
pleasurethere is nothing manly or broad, 
even his distractions convey an indication of 


the nafrowness of his mind and intelligence, 
and he is as finicky, as precise and as much 
inclined to attach the utmost importance to 
the merest trifes, as the ‘‘Precieuses Ridi- 
cules’’ of Moliere. 

The  peaap ap brother of the Emperor, he 
resembles toa certain extent the Emperor 
Maximillian of Mexico, and has the same 
blonde beard, thin, fair hair, sloping shoul- 
dersand Dlue eyes, somewhat goggle in 
shape, At Vienna heils styled the King of 
the Medrigal and the Prince of la Danse, and 
there is hardly any woman of the aristocracy 
possessed of beauty, eltherinthe present or 
the past, who has not-recelved his homage 
and who is not consoled on the birthdays 
rthat succeed one another far too rapidly by 
some imperial souvenir of the day. 

He has always hada horror for every kind 
of business or even for any serious conversa- 
tion. He willtalk nonsense Dy the hour un- 
der the altogether erroneous impression that 
his conversation is witty and spirituelle, al- 
though it is more insipid in character, Ue 
is, inone word, the male flirt of the old 
world royalty. 

Ot coursevyhe is unmarried, and itis equally 
naturalthat he should be extremely ready 
to resent any lack of deference, to which his 
acquaintances are only too inclined by reason 
of his somewhat contemptible mode of ex- 
istence. He is the most worthless royal per-

CLIFF DWELLERS. 


Their Strange Customs and Manner of 
Living. 


From the Washingten Post. 

At a special meeting of the Geographical 
Society Mr. Carl Lumholz delivered a lecture 
on ‘'The Cliff Dwellers of Mexico.”’ These 
natives, he said, are mostly Christians, but 
during the last few years there has beena 
great decline toward barbarism, there being 
now out ofthe whole 80,000 as many as 3,000 
pagans. Itisthe opinion of most people, he 
said, who are not familiar with these people, 
that their caves are burrowed out ofthe 
cliffs by their own hands, but nature has pro- 


vided them with abodes in the sandstone, 
which are their homes in winter, the only 
artificial addition to these holes being stone 
walls, which they make themselves, building 
them across the openings as barriers against 
invasion by their neighbors. These caves 
are the winter residences, small, wooder 
huts being used outside in summer, 

A strange custom of these people, Mr.Lum- 
holtg said, is their reluctance to visit and 
their lack of hospitality. It is considered a 
criminal offense, he sald, for a man to enter 
another’s house, even on a friendly errand 
or visit, and an Insult for one to take partic- 
ular notice of anothef’s abode, their conver- 
sations beingcarried on at a distance from 
their doorways. He went on to describe the 
industry of the race, stating that corn, pep- 
per andtobacco are their principal vegetable 
products. Their method of fishing consists 
of poisoning the waters of their rivers witha 
bark which stuns the fish, but doeg not make 
them unfit to eat. As is the custom of the 
North American Indians the women are the 
tollers, while the men merely have the ex- 
ecutive cares of the family upon their shoul- 
ders, anevent which does- not appear to be 
ofany great weight, since the parents never 
correct their children, who would consider 
any punishment a declaration of a family 
revolution, 

However, Mr. Lumholts said, honesty Is 
the motto of every one of these stra nge peo- 
ple, there being no stealing or cheating 
amongthem. ‘their business transactions 
are all by barter, on ewety | 
medium of exchange. he men are models 
of physical development, often making trips 
of 800 miles in five days carrying messages to 
different cities. The average life of a native 
is 100 years or over, there being no wear upon 
their physical systems or worriment on their 
minds. the women always propose matri- 
mony, because they are the real bone and 
sinew of the family.

Great Northern Employes at Minneap- 
olis Ordered O ut, 


ALL THE SWITCHING CREWS. QOIT 
WORK LAST NIGHT, 


The Strikers Assembled and Discussed 
the Situation—They Did Not Like 
the Idea of Going Out—Mr. Debs Con- 
sulted andthe Men Told to Return to 
Work. 


ST. Pavut, Minn., April 19.—The Great 
Northern Railroad employes in Minneapolis 
were ordered out by telegram at midnight, 
and all of the night switching 
crews quit work. The strikers later 
assembled in their hall and discussed the 
Situation at some length. They did not 
relish the idea of going out before 
they thoroughly understood the situa- 
tion, and H. 8 Young, President of 
the Minneapolis Union, was appointed a 
committee to wait on President E. V. Debs at 
his hotel in this city and if possible get him 
to define the situation. 

Mr. Young drove to St. Paul inan open 
carriage, arriving here at 2:30 o’clock. 
After listening to the decision of the 
Minneapolis employes, as stated by Mr. 
Young, Mr. Debs declared the strike off for 


the present, pending the result of a mass 
meeting to be held in Minneapolls to-day. 

The ofMicers of the American Railway Union 
in Minneapolis are to-dayin this city con- 
ferring with President Debs and Vice-Presi- 
Gent Howard as to the situation. The strike 
leaders announce that there will be no move 
made by them in either city until aftera 
mass-meeting of the Minneapolis union men 
in that city to-night.

SECRET AKMS. 


Oriental Weapons Concealed for Ready 

. Use by Both Sexes. 
From the Saturday Reryiew. 

In Hindostan there is a choice of secret 
arms. The gipti, or sword-stick, may be 
bought in every bazar, and it Is said to have 
been used in the days of Akbar (1543-1605); 
but it is doubtful whether the phrase in the 
Ain-i-Akbari of Abul Eazl does not rather re- 
fer to the Arab dagger with its deep sheath, 
contsining both biade and haft, If the 


traveler prefer it he may buy a sword thin 
and flexible as the Toledo coiled blades, to 
wind around his waist in his cummerbund, 
If he be a fakir, the ornamental crutch 
which upholds his arm whiie he edifies the 
faithful by silent reflections upon the sylla- 
ble Om will contain a sharp-pointed quad- 
ranguiar biade for the confusion of the un- 
believer. Even lovely women in the harem 
carry a miniature katar, with H-shaped 
grip, or a diminutive peshkabz—double- 
curved, single-edged, atrocious. 

In Mysore and Hyderabad the bich’hwa 
(scorpion)—the double-curved misericorde of 
the East—Is carried by lower classes hidden 
up the sleeve, and is made right or left 
handed to sult all tastes, It is a favorite and 
effectual weapon of assassination, being 
driven downward from behind, inside the 
collar-bone, and Is sometimes double-biaded 
and poisoned, the poison being carried ina 
suitable hollow in the hilt. The double curve 
oftbe blade, derived from thatof a cow’s 
horn, and resembling that of ascorpion’s 
sting, recursin the Khanjarand chilanum 
and throughout Afghanistan, With a variety 
of this weapon, Lieut. Willis was Killed in 
the battle at Candahar. 

The strangest of secret arms is, perhaps, 
the bagh nakh or tiger-claw of the Malarat- 
tas, with its two rings for the first and fourth 
fingers, and thethree to five curved steel 
claws, destined to protrude from the closed 
hand between the fingersand to rip open or 
mangle the victim. The hand half open 
shows only two bright rings round the fing- 
ers; the clenched fist becomes the armed 
paw ofthe human tiger. Mr. Egerton tells 
how the Mahratta leader Sivaji murdered 
his énemy Afzal Khan, after inviting him to, 
a conference, in which Sivaji wore a mall- 
cap and coat under his turban and cotton 
gown, had a bich’hwa in his right sleeve 
and a bagh nakh on his left hand, .The Khan 
had only his sword, and sent away bis fol- 
lower toreassure Sivaji, who was of small 
stature, and counterfeited timidity.

A gentleman 
who Knew the Napoleon of Finance in- 
timately and watched his career closely says 
that Ives wasthe coolest financial operator 
the world has ever known. His first job after 
his arrival in New York as a green country 
boy 18 years of age was as spittoon cleaner 
and sweeper in the business of Harper & 
Brothers. After he had been with Harpers 


ayearanda half he had changed much for 
the better in appearance, H dressed better 
and his face had grown handsomer. He 
boasted that he understood the publishing 
business from topto bottom and could ruo 
any part of the establishment. This boast 
was laughed atandthe spittoon cleaner re- 
mained a spittoon cleaner. 

He began to look about for a better job 
than this, which paid only $2a week. Some- 
how or other he managed to get a place as 
clerk at $10 a week imthe office of Charles T. 
Wing, a broker. He was assigned to the 
work of going over railroad reports and tab- 
ulating the earnings for the information of 
customers of the firm. He proved that he 
had a mind of surprising quickness. In a 
short time he was familiar with the railroad 
business in all its details. He lived with the 
utmoste@frugality and speculated in the 
smallest way, but with a judgment that 
brought success: Mr. Wing alsonoticed that 
young lves was fond of listening to all the 
conversatio® of his customers. He repri- 
manded himin vain.

Then he went 
around to a dozen brokers and entered intoa 
contract with each separately to furnish 
Ives with so many shares of this same stock 
onacertain day. When that day came the 
brokers Wentinto the market and tried to 
buy the stock. They were astounded to find 
that all the shares had been bought by Ives. 

Under their contract they must furnish the 
stock tolves. Sothey would haveto buy it 
from him at whatever figure he chose to ask. 
They stormed and raved, but he was calm, 
smiling and inexorabie. They appealed to 
the Board of Governors. It was clear that 
the transaction was a fraud aod yet the situ- 
ation was difficult. Atlast the board arbi- 
trarily deciared the contracts invalid and 
check -mated the 19-year-old schemer.| 

By Jan. 1, 1886, he and his friends had got 
enough to start a banking-house. Feb. 1, 
1886, the name of Henry 8. Ives &Co. ap- 
peaees uponthe doors of some splendidly 

urnished offices at 25 Nassau street. Mem- 
bers of the new firm calied themselves bank- 
ers, brokers, and dealersin railroad invest- 
ments. The members were lves,Stayner and 
youne Thomas Doremus, taken in because he 

ad a seatin the Stock Exchange which the 
other two could not get. 

Ives had been revolving in his mind a 
scheme for a grand transcontinental rail- 
way. He looked about for an entering wedge. 
He settied upon the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton—a road running to the north from 
Cincinnati and having a surplus, a fine in- 
come end a drowsy Board of Directors. The 
Mineral Range could not furnish enough cap- 
ital for this tremendous steal, so Christopher 
Meyer, an old capitalist, was drawn into the 
scheme. Stayner owed him money. Stay- 
ner went and paid it when the old man least 
expected it. He fell into Stayner’s clutches, 
which meant into Ives’ grasp, @ grasp that 
never relaxed until the olu man was dead. 
Not even then if a certain story of forgery is 
to be believed. 

Ives set his machinery at work to buy the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. He used 
the same methods as inthe Mineral Range— 
bought biocks of stock, hypothecated them 
and bought more with the proceeds. In the 
spring of 1886 he obtained control. Ives was 
now at the height of his glory. In two years 
he had raised himself from the humble place 
in Harper & Bros.’ of ce to be a great rali- 
road magnate. He boughta yacht, paying 
$20,000 in cash, $40,000 in collateral and leav- 
ing $27,000 unpaid. Noone except one man 
knew that he straightway hypothecated tke 
yacht for nearly its full value. He set up a 
splendid establishment. He rode through the 
country in a handsome private car. He in- 
duiged in the most extravagant debauchier- 
les, and wherever he went men wondered 
at the slim, boyish face and figure and the 
weak blue eyes shining through gold glasses 
from a cold, calm, never-smiiing face. He 
dressed quietly always and in @ way that 
suggested a minister. 

All that summer of 1686 he was robbing the 
helpless Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton, and 
allthat year and on Into the next year until 
the crash. He issued common stock, he in- 
creased the bonded indebtedness, he stole 
the cashsurplus. He began to complete his 
scheme for the transcontinental system. The 
Baltimore & Ohio was to be the eastern wing 
ofthis, and he negotiated successtully with 
Robert Garrett for its purchase. With 
$2,000,000 received from the Cincinnati, Ham.- 
jlton & Dayton, be bought an option on it 
and began to exercise the rights of an owner. 
ibe Baltimore & Ohio inciuged the Kaltimore 
& Ohio telegraph. He got ail ready to sell 
the telegraph system to the WeStern Union 
for $8,000,000. But his affairs were rapidly 
becoming involved. The more he stole the 
more he had to steal. Capitalists beyan to 
lose confidence. Trust companies wantea 
their money. lives grew pale and haggara. 
But he kept on with a boid front, for he had 
nothing to lose except his liberty. When 
many were beginning to think the end had 
come, he masons epecaree as Master of the 
Vandalia road, with its rich treasury to delve 
into, And so deeply did be plunge bis rapa- 
cious hands into it that In @vout a month he 
obtained pearly $2,000,000 and brought the 
road to the verge of ruin. 

In July, 1857, misfortunes began to gather 
about him. Robert Garrett sailed for Eu- 
rope, taking the $2,000,000 with him and say. 
ing that the time of the option hau expired 
and that Ives had not fulfilled the contract. 
The Mineral Range stockholders began to 
clamor, the Oincinnati, damilton & Dayton 
stockholders began to rab theirsleepy eyes 
and shout ‘‘thief,’’ the Vandalia people 
were alert, the New York people of whom 
he was borrowing Were demanding their 
money. 

The wonderis that he held onasiong as 
nedid. He never faltereaggut brazened ic 
out. He annouaced with’ calm confidence 
that the Glamor was all newspapertalx. ie 
lived more extravagantiy than ever. Then 
Bank of Philadelphia 
Phillips fed, 
DiowW.

AGAINST DALTON. 


Ruling of Secretary Carlisle in the Liquor 
Guaging Controversy. 


The friction between the office of Surveyor 
of Customs and the wholesale liquor firm of 
L. & A. Scharff has at last been relieved, and 
with smiles on his countenance Mr. L. 
Scharff announced to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter that nb had been victorious in the 
controversy. In evidence he showed two 


letters—one from the Treasury Department 
and one from Col, Dalton, Surveyor of Cus- 
toms. 

The trouble emanated from the very 
trifling overcharge of 4cents on a Darrel of 
reimported whisky, according to Mr. 
Scharff’s interpretation of the law. It has 
been customary with Col. Dalton’s 

redecessors to gauge reimported whisky 

ast as they would the domestic article, 
that is to charge for every fraction of a gal- 
jon greater thana half-gallon and to make 
no charges on a smaller fraction. Col. Dalton 
interpreted the law to mean that the exact 
fraction of a gallon was to be charged for and 
charged 4 cents more on one barrel than Mr. 
Scharff thought was right. 

The latter straightway addressed a sting 
ing letterto the Surveyor of Customs, and 
also wrote to the Secretary of the Treasury 
foraruling on the case. A reply_came from 
the department referring Mr. SC®ariff to Cdl. 
Dalton, and immediately after the following 
letter from the latter gentleman: 

Mestrs. L. ¢ A. Scharf, St. Louis, Mo : 

GENTLEMEN—Replying to your commuulieation of 
this date I respeetiuily inform rou that lam iu- 
structed Dy Department letter of the 16th inst.. 
that the duitable quantity of reimported domestie 
whisky will be ascertained in the same mannerasthe 
quantity of spirits obteined from a distilling ware- 
house. Any fraetional partofagailon amounting 
to one-half galion or over, in cask or package, sheril 
be taxed as a gailon and any fractienal part ofa 
gallon less than one-half gallon shall be exempt 
from tax. 

Hereafter this course will be pursued by this 
office. Regpeetfully, R. DALTON, 

Surveyer of Customs. 

Mr. L. Scharff exhibited the above letter to 
the reporter with evident satisfaction at 
having carried bis point. ‘*Ilt was not the 
amount involved,’’ said he, ‘‘*for since this 
trouble began the method we were fighting 
against has put usin hand $2.33 0n ten Dar- 
rels of the same whisky as theone that cre- 
atedthe rub. We opposed the departure 
from the old custom and have carried our 
point.’’ 

Col. Dalton said, when asked why he had 
changed the course: ‘‘I1 was simply follow- 
ing the law as defined by the McKinley Dil! 
and stuck to it until I re- 
ceived directions to the contrary 
‘from the Department. fThose directions 
were taken from precedent, the Secretary 
simply referring me to rulings on such cases 
priortothis, Thatisthe endofit. My duty 
now is to follow the course indicated by Sec- 
retary Carlisie, and I shall make my actions 
conform to his directions.’’

American labor was driven 
from the region and a horde of hailf-starved 
barbarians have usurped their places. They 
have been coming by shiploads every year to 
replace those who have died by accident, 
disease or starvation, 

The company furnishes rough box shanties 
of four or six rooms, which are rented to the 
laborers from $12 to $16 permonth. Twenty 
or thirty men sleep in these shanties on 
coarse mattresses filled with straw. Each 
man buys hisown flourand meat, which is 
cooked by a woman, there usually being one 
or more at each house. In the sum- 
mer time the men sleep out of doors to save 
rent. Their living does not cost more than 
75 cents or $| per week. When the works are 
shut down they starve.

'Convre, April 19.—The weather was splen- 
to-day for the royal wedding of the 
Victoria and the Grand Duke of 
The city is packed with royal and 
perial guests, “foreign visitors and Ger- 
man sightseers. Every building 1s decorated 
i@ some manner, even the most modest cot- 
tages having at least some slight display 
of bunting to the breeze, while the 
important thoroughfares and prominent 
Dulidings are buried beneath decorations of 
@il descriptions and colors. At first the sky 
Was Overcast, but early in the day the sky 
had clearea toa beautiful blue and the sun 
beamed gloriously upon this temporary head- 
quarters of representatives of nearly all the 
imperial and royal families of Europe. 

The ist Gragoon regiment band filled the 
“rr at short intervals with delightful music, 
playing in frontof the Edinburgh Palace. 
The Schloss Platzand the terraces overloox- 
ing the park were so thronged at 10 o'clock 
this morning that the police were compelled 
to drive persons away inorderto prevent 
dangerous crushes, 

According to the ceremonial decided upon 
by Queen Victoria (all arrangements having 
been submitted to her in Florence) the mar- 
riage wastotake place at noon precisely in 
the private chapel of the Ducal Schloss, with 
full state in the Lutheran style. 

Following German precedents, there were 
no bridemaids, but the bride was supported 
by her younger sisters. The private chapel 
ofthe schioss was thoroughly re-decorateé 
for the occasion, and as the wedding took 
place on Primrose Day primroses entered 
largely intothe interior Wecorations, these 
flowers having been sent from England for 
the occasion. 

Queen Victoria was accompanied to the 
chapel by the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 
(the Duke of Edinburgh), father of the 
bride, and was escortedto an arm-chair in 
the front row of the distinguished guests and 
nextto Emperor Wililam of Germany, by 
whose side was the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha (the Grand Duchess Marie of Russia, 
Sister to the Czar). 

There was some delay in the proceedings 
and consequently it was 12:30 p. m. before 
the Ceremony commenced, but it was a most 
brilliant and impressive function. In the 
wedding procession Emperor William es- 
corted the Duchess of Coburg and ex-Em- 
press Frederick followed alone. The Prince 
of Wales ang the Cearewitch came next, walk 
ing together. The bridegroom entered with his 


supporters, his uncle, Prince Henry of 
Hesée, and his brother-in-law, Prince Henry 


by ber father and brother, and actompanied 
by her sisters. The Prince of Wales sat be. 
sides ex-Empress Frederick of Germany (a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria). Then 
came the Ozarewitch. 

These distinguished guests occupied front 
seats onthe other side of the aisle. corre- 
sponding with those of Queen Victoria, Em- 
peror Williamand the Duchess of Coburg. 
Other important personages filled the rows 
behind each of the royal and imperial nobi!- 
ities already mentioned, but the court 
officials and ministers in attendance -fre- 
mained standing throughout the ceremony. 

Among the other distinguished personayes 
present were the Dukeand Duchess of Con- 
naught, Prince and Tlrincess Henry of 
Prussia, the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess Viadimir of Russia, Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia, and his 
wife, formerly the Princess Elizabeth 
of Hesse-Darmstadct; the Princess Alix of 
Hesse, the Crown Prine and Princess of Rou - 
mania, the hereditary Prince and Princess 
of Saxe-Melningen, Prince and “Princess 
Philip of Coburg, Prince, George of Greece, 
Prince Aribert of Anhalt, and I’rinces Henry 
and Louts of Battenburg. 

The sun, shining throughthe chapel win- }’ 
dows upon this distinguished assemblage, 
ladies in court tollets, sparkling with jeweis, 
their bright dresses contrasting beautifully 
with the gorgeous uniforms of the male por- 
tion of the guests, had a magic effect. 

Tne elaborate floral decorations, the 
grandeur of the old chapeland the natural 
solemnity of the surroundings formed a 
Magnificent tout ensemvie, w hich has not 
been equalled by recent years in any country 
of the world. 

Queen Victoria wore the broad blue ribbon 
of the Order of the Garter, and upon her head 
sparkied a Magnificent crown of diampnds, 
lier Majesty rem&ined seated throughout. 
Herage and infirmities prevented her from 
standing when allthe other wedding guests 
arose during certain portions of the mar- 
riage service. 

The General Superintendent of the Lutheran 
Church, Pastor Mueller, officiated and was 
g@esisted by the Court Chaplain of the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse and five ioca! clergymen.

ARMOR PLATE FRAUDS. 


—— 


The Whole Subject May Be Ventilated by 
Congressional Investigation. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—What Sec. 
retary Herbert proposes to do concerning 
the new cherges of fraudulent practices in 
filing Government contracts for armor 
plates at the Carnegie mills is not Known. 
The aMidavits of the Homestead mill men are 
now in his possession, and it is supposed that 
he Is giving the allegations careful consider- 


ation. 

Congressman Cummings, Chairman of the 
House Naval Committee, has introduced a 
resolution calling for a Congressional inves- 
tigation of the whole subject of the manu- 
facture of armor plates by the Carnegie com- 
pany, andtheexpose may hasten the inves- 


tigation. 

Little by little the facts are leaking out in 
connection with the first Investigation by 
Secretary Herbert. It has now cometo light 
that the Secretary prepared a statement 
based on Capt. Sampson’s report of the in- 
vestigation,in which the Secretary indicated 
his intention of forfeltingthe Carnegie con- 
tractin addition to demanding a rebate of 
$250,000. Subsequently, as is known, Messrs. 
Carnegie an Frick appealed to 
the President. The President then 
directed the Secretary to rewrite 
his report and decided that the rebate to be 
required of the Carnegies should be 10 per 
cent on the priceofthe armor manufactured 
in the period durfmg which the irregular 
practices wese continued. Thus the Carne- 
gies were not only saved their contracis, but 
got off cheaper than Secretary Herbert in 
tended they should. 

The President has been very sharply critt- 
cisead by members and Sena:‘ors who have 
taken an interest in this matter,and it has 
been sald more than once that bad the Pres!- 
dent accepted Secretary -Herbert’s recom- 
mendations and assessed a fine for the entire 
period during which plates had been manu- 
factured, there would have been no further 
scandal. Fa 

it is noW probable that a Congressional in- 
vestigation, as welias an inguiry by @ special 
Naval Board, will be made int@ the charges 
brought by McLuckie and his associates, and 
numerous plates will probably be teken or 
the new ships and put toa ballistic test at 
Indian Head, inorderto determing whefher 
they areuptostandard. Should any irregu- 
lar work be discovered, the Carnegfe com- 
pany will probably be required to make good 
the entire expenses of the test and to fur- 
nish new pilates of the proper quality.

The 
inspector would be shown the hole and the 
wire, and when told of Its alleged depth he 
would naturally say, ‘Well, that’s not se- 
rious, plug it up.’ 

**The orders inthe mill always have been 
to call the inspectors whenever a defective 
plate is discovered. If theinspector declares 
the plate too defective to work itis ordered 
laidtoone side. Instead of being thrown 
away, however, it is treated on a Sunday 
night in the shaping shop. 

‘*In our affidavits we donot charge collu- 
sion between the inspectors and the com- 
pany. The fact is, however, that they have 
been careless, to say the least. They have 
always been pleasant fellows, who chummed 
with the skilled meninthe old days before 
the strike, and everybody was making plenty 
of money. None of them was ever on duty in 
the mill after dark, although the furnaces 
and shops worked nightand day. Chief In- 
spector Wilner, who has been in charge since 
September last, livesin Pittsburg. He hasa 
room op Penn avenue, andtakes his break- 
fast and dinner at the Pittsburg Club. The 
inspecters from the start have relied upon 
the men to furnish them withthe proper 
metal for testing, and the men, under orders 
from the Superintendent, have systematical- 
ly deceived thefh.’’

A Report That the Apestolic Delegate

New Yor«K, April 19.—The trouble which 
began in the diocese of the Roman Catholic 
Church several years ago and which origl- 
natea with the Rev. Dr. McGlynn’s dis- 
obedience, it is said, is not yetended. It is 
to be revived in new and more startling 
form. Arumoriscirculated that the Most 
Rev. Archbishop Corrigan fs to be arraigned 
in Rome on most serious charges. The sub- 
stance of the charge is conspiring to destroy 
the influence of Mgr. Satolli, the apostolic 
delegate tg the United States. Mgr. Satolll 
has for some time past been working quietly, 
but steadily, to obtain the evidence against 
the head of the dlocese. The case against 
the Archbishop is now complete and the 
papers are ready, itis said, for transmission 
to Rome. The belief is Archbishop Satolll 
will bimseif carry the documents to the Pope. 
It fs also saidonthe same authority that 
Archbishop Corrigan has been ‘‘invited’’ to 
visit Rome. The meaning of this ‘‘invita- 
tion’’ is obvious. 

Among the charges which are to be made 
against Archbishop Corrigan is one that he 
émployed the editor of a Catholic newspaper 
published in this city to carry on the literary 
part ofthe warfare. This editor has been 
called the **press agent’’ of the Archbishop. 
He is a devoted Vatholic, and is said to have 
been convinced that he owed a higher duty 
to Rome than tothe Arenhbishop. He is said 
to have furnished all the factsin his posses- 
sion to the Apostolic Delegate. The doca-. 
ments have been in Washington for some 
days, and they are being formulated in the 
reguiar way, sothat nothing can interfere 
with their proper presentation to the Pope.

Mr. Gladstone has a great objection to 
signing photographs, albums, which come to 
him in bushels, chiefly from America, and to 
giving his autograph to admiring corre- 
spondents. These applications are con- 
trolled and held in check by his second 
daughter, Mrs. Drew, in London, when Mr. 
Gladstone is out of office, letters arrive for 
him during eight hours of every day at the 
rate of fifteen every half hour, and in greatly 
increased force when he is in office, Of 
course they flow in in lesser numbers during 
the whole of the postal day. 

At Hawarden Castle therearrives every 
morning by postan average of one Lundred 
letters, many of them from abroad. The al- 
bums, which are continually sent without 
provision being made for their postage back 
to the United States or to Australia, or 
Greece, orltaly, or Montenegro,are inva- 
riably detained by Mrs. Drew, sometimes for 
weeks, when, after being Kept until threats 
of action being brought have become very 
angry, sneat lastreturns them without a 
scrap of her father’s handwriting in thelr 
pages. 

Mrs. Drew, when her father Is out of office, 
generally puts before him from five to ten 
percentofthe letters received dally.

**The University Club, as a club, had nothing 
todo with the dinner,’’ said’ Prof. Snow. 
**It was given in the University Club-house, 


but just as independently of the ciub 
as it would have been, had it been 
held at the Southern Hotel. I presume 
the objectin placing the screen at the lower 
end of the room was that the presence of 
the reporters might not break in upon the 
privacy oftheclub members and its guests. 
As to the request of the Princeton Club for 
the publication of their President’s speech, it 
was actuated, I presume, by a desire 
that the individuality of their college should 
ve impressed upon tnis community 
through a discussion of the institution by its 
president, But I do not believe any dis- 
courtesy was intended. Mr. John D. Davis, 
President ofthe Princeton club, is a gentle- 
man, and I donot believe would knowingly 
commit any discourtesy to the press, 

‘*The University club is purely social in its 
character, and while it always imparts any 
information sought by the members of the 
press, it does not court pubDlicity.’’

Charged Against Mme. Jomaux, Daughter 
of Gen. Jules Ablay. 


ANTWERP, April 18.—Belgium is very much 
excited over the arrest of Mme. Henri 
Jomaux, daughter of Gen. Jules Ablay and 
wife of the Chief Engineer of bridges and 
Roads.

The two 
former were heavily insured in her favor and 
the latter was expected to leave hera large 
share of her estate.

THEIR POCKETS CUT. | 


Several Bold Robberies on the Steamer 
City of Hickman, 


LOSSES REPORTED TO THE POLICE AND 
SEVERAL ARRESTS MADE. 


Wm. Batley, a Colored Man, Who Took 
Fassage From New Orleans, Suspected 
of Being the Robber—Terrorized His 
Wife—Police News, 


A series of Dold robbverles was perpetrated 
onthe steamer Oity of Hickman during Its 
trip from New Orleans tothis city, where she 
arrived this morning at 1:30 o’clock. The 
police are working on the case and have 
already several suspects under arrest. 

The robberies, as near ascan be learned, 
occurred some place between Calro, Ill., and 
St. Louls. Josepha Jeppe, Harry Hamberger 
and Louis Conover all boarded the boat ‘at 
Cairo last night as deck passengers. They 
went to sleep after the steamer 
pullea out and this morning, when 
they were aroused, as the steamer pulled 
into the wharf at the foot of Chestnut street, 
Jeppe, Hamberger ant Conover found that 
their clothing hgd almost been cut off their 
persons. Jeppe’s vest and pants pockets 
were laid open and his gold watch valued 
at $50 and $4 in money were stolen. 
Harry Hiamberger’s trousers pockets 
were also dissected and rified 


of their contents, consisting of $9.75, while 
Louis Connors suffered a similar fate, losing 
a go.id watch worth $100. Anumberof other 
deck passengers had their pockets cut, but 
fortunately did not lose anything. Louis 
Thornton, a negro, one of this 
number, claims that he was awak- 
ened from a sound slumber by 
feelinga handin his pocket. He looked up 
and saw, so he says,a negro named William 
Bailey, who had come North from New Or- 
leans as a passenger, leaning over him. 

The robbery was not discovered, or rather 
reported, until the passengers had nearly all 
leftthe boat. Then Officers Smith, O’Brien 
and O’Donnell of. the Central District were 
dispatched at once to the Levee. Wm. Balley 
wastaken intocustody, along with Molile 
Blaaton and Lucy Stone, all colored, as sus- 
pects. These persons were all on board 
the steamer as deck passengers. Another 
negro, knownas ‘‘One Hundred Dollar Bill,’’ 
a wellknown police character of the Third 
District, was on the vessel and made his es- 
cape. He Is said to have given Jeppe’s watch 
to the fireman of the steamer, who turned it 
over to the police to-day.

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SHOOTING THERE I8

That Englishmen are mighty hunters of 
wild game infar quarters of the globe has 
been vouched for by many travelers. But 
little is known, however, of their prowess at 
home, when the rifie is discarded for the 
shotgun. 

When in the country, English novels tell us, 
fthe ladies are constantly setting rorth in 
pony carriages, with sherry and biscuits, for 
the men who are out shooting, and inthe 
sporting printsare found items recounting 
the tremendous quantities of game killed in 
a Grive on this or thatestate. A description 
has been printed, too,of the Prince of Wales, 
sitting serenely ina chair, regalia in mouth, 
and banging away at partridges tothe right 
and ieft, while attentive keepers were busy 
reloading the guns and placing them in his 
hands. But until now detalls of this re- 
markable method of killing game birds have 
been lacking. 

Attempts to establish game preserves are 
being made by millionaires in different parts 
of this country—inthe Adirondacks W. 5ew-

To them there is much 
akin to massacre in the English system, but 
if results alone are to be considered it is 
sport ona gigantic scale. They are the Gar- 

antuas of the gun. 

. The use of the setter and pointer in En- 
gland is practically obsolete, and these 
breeds have degenerated to a bench show 
dog alone. Even the shaggy-coated re- 
triever is no longer as valvable as he was to 
English sportsmen, For shooting ob drives 
strong-armed keepers are the best retriev- 
ers. The glut of birds confuses the re- 
triever and tires them quickly.

ard Webbis projecting a vast estate, and 
George Vanderbilt is consummating similar 
plans in the South—and itis said the English 
Style of shooting will be adopted later on. 
Timely, then, is the information on the 
English modes of shooting contained in the 
first volume of the Fur and Leather Series 


(Longman, Green &Co.). It is the design of 
the editor, Alfred k. T. Watson, to present 
monographs on the various English birds 
and beasts which are generally included 
under the head of game. In the volume in 
question the Rev. H. A. Macpherson treats 
comprehensively the natural history of the 
partridge, A. J. Stuart-Wortley, one of 
Engiand’s famous hunters, tells of part- 
ridge-shooting, and George Saintsbury dis- 
cusses the bird gastronomically. 

The English partriage is nota migrating 

bird. They live in coveys, pairing only in 
the breeding season, anc their favorite 
homesare near the haunts of men, onthe 
outskirts of farms and the pastures. Like 
the American quail, they will, in severe win- 
ter storms, come for food into the farm- 
yards. In ordinary seasons they breed most 
rapidly, statistics showing thar, despite the 
number shot yearly and the ravages of the 
poachers and the egg thieves, the birds are 
as plentiful as they have ever been. 
' Drives are the favorite way of shooting the 
partridge. Farm hands and game keepers, 
under charge of the head gamekeeper, sweep 
in line over the selected felds witha great 
waving of flags and shouting. The birds 
raise before them and finally fy over the 
hedges, hoping to reach a safe refuge in the 
next field. Along this cover the gunners are 
stationed, and give the birds a hot reception. 
From the English point of view, this is ideal 
sport, full ofa strange excitement. 

Here Is Mr. Stuart-Wortiley’s description in 
part: **A great big ‘ot, three or four coveys 
packed together, pours out at the upper end 
over the left hand, and, 6winging around in 
the wind, heads straight down the line of 
guns. Herethey come, streaming hard and 
fast, gettine a broadside from each of the 
men on your left. ‘One, two,’ with your 
first gun, ‘three, four,” with your secona— 
the last a beauty,and as they come ciatter- 
ing Gown like cricket Dallis about the head of 
your right hand neighbor, you feel you have 
done your duty.’’ 

By this method, it isnot uncommon for a 
group of hunters to bring down seventy-five 
birds ina single drive. The carnage “oes on 
before the interested gaze of the spectators, 
who dispose themselves along the hedge. 
When the birds are driven up toa low tence 
the style of shooting does not vary from that 
described. except that the guns ere placed 
close tothe fence. If necessary, the gunner 
bulids up or cuts down the fence in front, to 
improve his chances, 

Norfolk and Sussex may still be regarded 
as the most favorabie game counties in En- 
land, but they are run very close by 
Cambridgeshire and Essex. In York- 
shire and Nottingham, and inthe northeast, 
center and some of the counties in the south, 
the sport is nearly as good. In many spots 
where the birds had been worn out, the stock 
has been renewed by studying the protection 
and production of the partridges. This has 
been by despolling less carefully preserved 
properties ofeggsand birds. Lord Ashbur.- 
ton, at the Grange in Essex, has created one 
of the finest preserves in Engiand by an ex- 
cellent systein of management. Someof the 
finest preserves in England are kept up on 
the Prince of Wales’ place at Sandringham. 
The system is described and illustrated 
diagrams in the volume. 

All the properties around Newmarket fetch 
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Retrievers are still in demand, however, 
in the second style of shooting describe@ by 
the author—walking up the birds. In 
‘*‘walking up’’ the keepersand the gunners 
are aligned acrossthe fields in half-moon 
fashion. The birds raise before the noisy 
army, affording a chance fora shot. 

Stiil another strange mode of shooting 
partridges is the method of using an artifi- 
Cial Kite, fashioned like a bird, to drive out 
the game. Notmuch its said in its favor; 
**that it gives poor, poking shots nobody can 
deny,’’ but it is a curious custom.

Bignificance of the Resolution Intro- 
duced by Senator Lodge. 


MORGAN'S MISSION TO THE DEMOCRACY 
OF ALABAMA. 


He Will Endeavor to Prevent the In- 
dorsement of the Administration on 
the Silver @Question—Importance of 
the Selection of Vance’s Successor on 
the Finance Committee—What Bill 


Wasuinctronr, D,.C., April 19.—A subject 

of the liveliest interest in Democratic Sena- 
torial circles relates to filling the vacancy at 
the table of the Finance Committee occa- 
sioned by the death of Mr. Vance. The first 
suggestion was to postpone the matter until 
*he Wilson bill should be disposed of. This, it 
Was pointed out, would avoid any contention 
that might arise between the ‘‘conserva- 
tives’’ and the revenue reformers as to the 
succession. But the necessity of early action 
is now recognized, and some day next week 
probably steps will be taken to make the se- 
jection. Ordinarily the vacancy would be 
filled by the Democratic Caucus Committee, 
of which Mr. Gorman is Chairman, but s0 
much Is involved, and so paramount the ne- 
cessity of wise action, that not unlikely a 
general conference will be held on the sub- 
ject. 
Itappears that a full membership of the 
committee is desired now more on account of 
the sliver than the tarifm question. 
The committee will have littie if 
anything further to say on the tariff 
question, but the silver question 
shows signs of revival in both Houses, and 
this calls for the presence of six Democratic 
members of the Finance Committee. The first 
sien of this revival isthe discussion by the 
House Committees on Coinage of the new 
proposition submitted by Meyer of Louisiana 
for coining the seigniorage. 

‘he author of the bill gives it great proml- 
nence by declaring that it Is acceptabie to 
bdth the Secretary of the Treasury and to 
the President. Presumably, therefore, it 
will soon be brought before the House and 
in some form in due time tothe Senate. But 
the Senate may enter upon the question 
again indepencentiy of what the House 
may do. 

Silver Senators are in frequent conference 
as to future plans, and they are putting no 
little store by the vis't that Mr. Morgan ison 
the eve of makingto Alabama. Mr. Morgan 
goes home to deliver several political 
speeches, and to prevent if possible the in- 
dorsement of the Administration by the 
coming Democratic State Convention. Ile 
charges over his signature that onthe silver 
question the President is not a Democrat, 
and hence that the Democrats of Alabama in 
convention cannot indorse or follow him in 
the matter of france. Mr. Morgan will 
be absent about two weeks, and “Mhis 
report upon his return will have much 
weight with those of his colleagues, who are 
anxious for further agitation at this session. 
If Mr. Morgan can carry his point, and upon 
bis return here be able to assure the siiver 
menthatthe Alabama Democracy will not 
indorse the Administration, because of the 
Presidept’s attitude on siiver, the free 
colmage Senators wiil at once renew their 
activity. 

There are signs, too, that Republican Sena- 
tors, heretofore inantagonism tothe silver 
schemes, are willing tocontribute to a re- 
opening of the whole silver question If there- 
by they can contribute to Democratic dl- 
vision onthe Wilson bill. This ts clearly the 
object of the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Lodge proposing coercive measures to bring 


Great Lritain to terms about an =e6nter- 
national menetary conference. The full text 
of the resolution is as follows: 

When not im contravention of amy existing 
treaty, amy articie made dutiable in the preceding 
sections shall if the preauct or manufacture of t: reat 
Britain or ofany of the colonies of Great Britain, 
pay a duty double that herein imposed; and, when 
notin contravention of any existing treaty any 
article upon the free list im the preceding seca- 
tion, shall, if ths preduct or manufacture 
of Great Britain, or of any of the colonies 
of Great Britain, pay a duty of 36 per cent ad va- 
lorem, except wool which shall bear the rates of 
duty imposed by the tariff act of Uct. 1, 1890, and 
euch eduitional and discriminating duties upon the 
products or manefactores of Gireat Britain, or these 
eolontes shall remainin force until Great Britain 
shail aesentto and take partin an interpational 
agreement together with the United States for the 
colnage and use of siiver; and whenever Great 
Britain shall assent to and take partin such inter- 
national agreement forthe coinage of silver, then 
the additionai and discriminating duties herein im- 
posed upon the products of Great Britaip and her 
eolontes shail cease. 

Mr. Lodge expresses the opinion that his 
resolution will command the full Republican 
vote in the Senate, and thus he tries to In- 
duce the more extreme of the free coinage 
Democrats to join in the arrangement. 
These several reasons are offered at this time 
in advocacy of filling at an early date the 
Democratic vacancy onthe Finance Commit- 
tee, and are operating to make silver the 
test applying tothe succession.

Tillman, by direction and authority ofthe 
said John Griffin Oarlisle| Secretary of the 
Treasury, thatthe request forthe return of 
the petitioner for duty inthe Treasury De- 
partment had been made for the express 
purpose of dismissing the petitioner from the 
service ofthe United States Government.’’ 
Gaddis at once applied, through Senator 
Hunton, to Logan Oarlisle, chief clerk of 
the Treasury Department to ascertain if 
any charges had Deen filed against him and 
was informed that ‘‘there were none and 
that, ashe wasinthe classified service, the 
question of his discharge was not even being 
considerea.’’ Gaddis alleges that he subse- 
quently applied to Register Tillman and was

Commission made an investigation and de- 
manded his restoration to duty, but Secre- 
tary VCarlisie refused to restore bim, and ad- 
Visedthe Commission oMmelally that ‘‘if the 
petitioner had been dismissed for political 
reasons, @ Case could be presented for prose- 
cution inthe courts, which Is the only rem- 
edy provided in the law.’’ 

Mr. Gaddis, who has the sympathy and 
support of the Civil service Commission, 
has decided to take secretary Carlisle 
at his word and submit his case to the courts. 
Lhe facts as set forth seemed so conclusive to 
Judge Sradiey, whoexamined the petition 
to-day, that he immediately issued on order 
requiring Secretary Carlisieto show cause 
why the writ shouid not be issued. Mr. Gad- 
dis’ case, which has aiready attracted con- 
Siderable attention incivil service reform 
circles, will be watched with great interest, 
as its settiement will establisna highly im- 
portant precedent. 


Indian Lands Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Secretary Smith 
will soon submittothe House Committee on 
Indian Affairs his report on the investiga- 
tion made by the Interior Department to de- 
termine whether the Choctaws and Chicka- 


saws have any right to lands now occupied 
by the Khiowas and Comanches, if the iatter 
shouldtake allotments and cede their sur- 
plus lands to the Government. 

The land Is locatedin Southwestern Okxla- 
homa. The Choctaws and Chickasaws claim 
title to the land in event of the Kiowas and 
Comanches relinguishingit to the Govern- 
ment, and will demand payment for it. Com- 
missioner Browning has made a report on 
the matter to the Secretary, and is now

ANALYSIS OF MILE. 


How to Detect Whether It Has Been 
Skimmed or Watered. 


The chemical analysis of milk is quite 
a simple process.

SALOON. 


Has Been Elected President of the Or- 
ganization and Only Sells Drinks to 
Club Members—Life Membersbips Is- 
sued on Application — Charges Dis- 
crimination in Favor of the Wealthy 


&t. Lou's. Club. 


The doors of the little store on the north- 
east corner of Eighth street and Cass avenue, 
which has been unoccupied forsome time 
were thrownopen yesterday and the police 
on peeping through the portals noticed a 
man behind acounter dispensing liquor re- 
freshménts to quite a crowd of jovial cus- 


tomers. 

‘The officer on the beat reported the matter, 
ana Sergt. Pickel and Officers Lawton and 
Funk determined to watch the place. When 
they had seen sufficient they entered and 
when the bar-keeper, Andy Walz, could not 
show a license allowing him to retail 
liquor he was taken to the Fourth 
District Station and locked up until 
his employer, Frank Mahon, came to his res- 
cue and got him out on bond. When Walz 
was taken away Jerry Concannon took his 
place behind the bar, and he met a similar 
fate. Then Walz, who had been released in 
the meantime, came back again to his post 
and was ‘‘runin’’ tor a second time. 

This happened last night, and when Walz 
opened up again this morning he was again 
placed under arrest, When his case was 
called in the Second District Police Court he 
failed to answer and the Court ordered his 
bond forfeited. As Marshal Charlie McCorm- 
ack was crying out ‘‘Frank Mahon, 
Frank Mohon, bring the body of Andy Walz 
into court and save your recognizance,’’ 
Mahon came rushing in, exclaiming: ‘‘Hold 
on, I’m Bringing him in,’’ and walked up 
smiling to Assistant City Attorney Mulv!i- 
hill’s desk, followed by Walz. Mahon asked 
for a continuance, and after consultation 
with the police Mr. Mulvinill granted it. 


NOT RUNNING A SALOON. 
Mahon asked for a contimauance on the 


ground that he was not running a saloon. 
The new establishment at Eighth street and 
Cass avenue, he said, was the ciub-house of 
which he was President. It was not a new 
organization he said, but had been granted a 
charter in 1892 by the Secretary of State, and 
haa since been in existence at Twenty-first 


and Walmut streets until it was re- 
moved to its present quarters a 
few days ago. 1 support of this 
assertion Mr. Mahon reached Gown ih his 
pocket and pulled out his charter. it was 
issued Oct. 18, 1892, by A. A. Leseuer, incor- 
porating Anthony Fehringer, E. W. Mollen- 
coth and John B. Ford and thelr associates 
asa body politic for fifty years, under the 
title of the Home Gymnasium Club, 
for which a pro forma decree of 
incorporation had previously been granted 
by the Circuit Court and filed with Secretary 
of State M. K. McGrath June 15, 1888. Art. 1 
specified that the purpose of the gymnasf{um 
was to promote healthful athletic exercises, 
and in connection therewith to estabiish 
a reading-room to promote the 
spread of information among its mem- 
bers and in order to secure a closer 
union and co-operation of the members, with 
a view to social and mental improvement, to 
assist the sick or disabled members and to 
obtain and enjoy a place for frequent inter- 
course with all the rights and franchises 
pertaining to a body corporate and politic. 

Mr. Mahon explained that the members of 
the club shortly afterits inception elected 
him over Fehringer as President, and re- 
elected him for anothertwo-yeur term just 
two weeksago. Hesaidhe was just fixing 
upthe place andthat he was selling Weer 
and whisky tonoone but registered mem- 
bers of the club. 

DISCRIMINATION IN FAVOR OF THE WEALTHY. 

A merry smile filtted over Mr. Mahon’s 
mobile features as he explained, with at- 
tempted indignation: ‘‘They can’t close me 
up till they do the St. Louis Club, If they do, 
l’llappeal. Lam willingto abide by the de 
cision of the Court of Appeals In the caseof 
Col. Bellagainst the St. Louis Club. But the 
police are not treating me exactly right. 
Here they don’t arrest the President of the 
St. Loults Club, andj they come to carry off 
my barkeeper before he can even putup 
the dumbbells in our gymnasium. 
They gotalot ofrich men inothe St. Louis 
Club, that’s why. Because I setupa good 
lunch hereand kKeepthe members in of the 
streets and away from the police they try to 
closeus up. ‘this isacilub-house, and you 
can see I’m fixing itup. We'll have the 
reading-room up-stairs.’’ 

The police are investigating the matter, 
and Mr. Mulvihillsaysifthey bring enough 
evidence into courtto Show that Mahon is 
selling liquor without a license he will cer- 
tainly prosecute him. 

A reporter who went into Mahon’s place 
and ordereda drink was told he must join 
the club first, and immediately had a ca:id 
made out to him, reading:
